5.— The campaign 


of 1894 is at an end. It has been a 
stirring one in many states and th« j 
American people are aroused as seldom 
before in a year in which the presi- 
dency is not at stake. Issues of im- 
portance have been presented and the 
verdict of the people at the polls to- 
morrow is expected to practically de- 
termine which will be the dominant 
party in 1896. Forty-one of the forty- 
four states in the Union elect repre- 
sentatives to the fifty-fourth congress 
and twenty-one states elect legisla- 
tures which choose United States sen- 
ators. The make-up of both houses of 
congress is, therefore, before the peo- 
ple. Eesidea this, twenty states elect 
governors, nine elect minor state offi- 
cers, and three states— Ne%v York, 
California and S^uth Carolina, vote 
upon important constitutional amend- 
ments. 


In three states— Maine Vermont and 


Oregon — elections of state officers have 
been held 
Each of these states has 


elected full republican delegations. 
Republicans claim that this is a repub- 
lican year, and predict a reversal of 
the present senate, and of CTie two par- 
ties in the house 
They have made the 


tariff the main issue, and count upon 
gains in nearly all northern and west- 
ern states, and also in several southern 
states. The democrats, on the other 
hand, ctaim that they will hold their 
own, 
except in two or three states, 


where the populists have made rapid 
strides. 
It is pretty generally con- 


ceded by unbiased observers that the 
democratic majority in the lower house 
will be decreased, while both the re- 
publicans 
and populists will make 


gains 


While the republicans may not ob- 


tain a majority, they may come so near 
it that the populists, with the gains 
they expect to make, will hold the bal- 
ance of power. 


The present house has 214 democrats, 


126 republicans and twelve populists. 
There will be 358 members in the next 
house, and either of the leading par- 
ties must elect 179 men to obtain con- 
trol. The republican managers express 
themselves as confident of electing at 
least 210 representatives, while the 
democrats say that though they may 
lose one or two of their present con- 
gressmen, they will surely gain enough 
others to make their representation 230 
in the next house. 


Great popular interest eenters in 


the fight for re-election of William L. 
Wilson, chairman of the ways and 
means committe, and author of the 
original features of the present tariff 
bill. Both republican and democratic 
committees have sent orators of na- 
tional renown into his district in West 
Virginia, and the result of the election 
will be anxiously watched. 


In New York city four congressional 


districts, which are casilv democratic 
In other years, are in danger of being 
lost to that party by reason of two 
demociats being m the field against 
one republican in each district. The 
state democracy and Tammany Hall 
have failed to come to an understand- 
ing, and the republicans stand a good 
;hance of carrying three out of the 
four districts. 


In Louisiana the stampede of the 


sugar planters to the republican party 
some weeks ago made a gain of three 
republican congressmen in that state 
possible 
Recently the 
democrats 


h»ve injected the race issue into the 
campaign, and now claim that they 
will hold the slate delegation intact. 


In Georgia the populists carried sev- 


eral districts at the recent state elec- 
tion, and claim that they will carry 
them again to-morrow. Th?y also ex- 
pect to gain several representatives hi 
Worth Carolina, Texas and the silver 
states. 


Legislatures have 
already been 


chosen in Alabama, Arkansas, Geor- 
gia, Maine and Oregon, which will 
elect United States senators. These 
legislatures will choose men of the 
4ame political party as that of sen- 
ators whose terms have expired. The 
states which will elect legislatures to- 
morrow which will have the naming of 
United States senators are California, 
Colorado, Delaware, Idaho, niinots, 
Kansas,

TERRIBLE REALITIES 


Testified To Before tho 


Committee. 


Lexow 


TOLICE.IEI, LAWYERS ARD JUSTICES 


Implicated in the Wholesale Taking oi 


Bribes to Wink at the Open and 


Flagrant Violation of Law 


and Morality. 


N«w YORK, Nov. 4.—The Lexow com- 


mittee h as now set continuously since 
Monday last, which is the longest un- 
interrupted session yet held. When 
the proceedings adjourned Friday eve- 
ning, Mrs. Herman was on the stand. 
She refused to give the names of cer- 
tain police officers who had treated her 
•he said, rather well in comparison to 
the manner in which she was fleeced 
by other-.. 


Mrs. Herman came im a few minutes 


•fter 13 o'alock and took the stand. 
She was very indignant and whispered 
to Mr. Goff excitedly. 


"Tell the committee what yon are 


telling me." said he. 


"I wsnt to say," said she, "that 


everything I said yesterday was true. 
I heard that Police Justice Hogan says 
in the ffi orning papers that I lied. I 
•ay I did not, and I am not afraid of 
him. Recorder Smythe, nor anybody 
else, and I have plenty more to tell. 
When I rcaid I got that 81,700 from the 
police to go away I told the truth." 


Mrs. Hermann said she did not know 


whethei Capt. tlyan, who was in court, 
iputupanyof the$1,708. She became 
angry and declared *>he had told the 
truth. 


Here t lie witness looked around the 


court and spied Officer 
Petterman 


"Don't look at me like that," she 
half shrieked. "You are a thief and a 
loafer. 
Yon know you came to my 


sister and got money from her more 
than thirty times." 


The vi itnesH was fairly white with 


rage at this point. 
Officer Petterman 


stood up in court in full uniform, his 
eyes drooped and his face blanched un- 
der the -.term of invectives. 


"Yon know, Petterumn, I am telling 


the truth. You know my niece was a 
good gii 1 until—" 


Here Mr. Goff interrupted the wit- 


ness and told fesr to keep calm. 


"Now, Mrs. Hermann, is there any- 


thing else you wish to tell?" 


"Why, 
Mr. Goff, it would take me a 


week to tell everything I know." 


She taid that Senator Daily, had 


asked her in Jersey City not to appear 
before the committee until after elec- 
tion, as Mr. GofE would have lost his 
pull by that time. Mr. Lexow wanted 
to know if Senator Daily could be pun- 
ished for contempt, but he was in- 
formed by Mr. Ooff that he could not 
as he was in the state of New Jersey. 


Mrs. Hermann said her sister was in 


hiding in Jersey CKy, and that the po- 
lice knew it well. 


"I was told to keep away in Chica- 


go," said she until •the Lexow commit- 
tee adjourned. My sister told me she 
was protected by the district attor- 
ney's otSee and the police, and that 
nothing could be done to her." 


She then told bow Blumenthal, the 


professional bondsman of the fifteenth 
precinct., took a $100 bill in a box of 
cigars to Capt. Hrvnghey. She went 
to the station house with him and 
waited outside. 
"Blumenthal went 


Into the captain's room," said she, 
"and when he •cane 'Out he had not the 
box of cigars." 


Mrs. Hermann said that when she 


went away she woe told she could re- 
turn when the J>xjw committee ad- 
journed. She said there were a great 
many women who formerly kept dis- 
orderly houses in New York now in 
Chicago waiting until the storm blew 
over. 


She declared that she had paid 


money to Capt. Hanghey after she was 
raided. 


Mrs. Hermann said that a number of 


letters which were in her trunk when 
ahe came back had' been stolen and her 
trunks were also taken. She did not 
retain .'Senator Daily in Jersey City and 
•be did not know who retained him. 
Senator Daily gave her 8(0 while she 
WM in jail. Mrs. Hermann was then 
excuse* L 


Mr. Delameter, «l«rk at police head- 


quarter*, testified that Capt. O'Connor 
•warn in charge of the Tenderloin pre- 
cinct in July, IMS, the time Mrs. Her- 
mann claims to inure been asked for 
$3,000 l>y a wardntan when sheaonght 
to ojieri a house in that precinct. 


The liaae of Richard Kuach, who is 


under urreet for abortion, who claims 
that hc> is not guilty And that hit case 
has beon put off about twenty tines, 
was taken up just before recess. 


After recess Dr. Wfcltehead, a spe- 


cialist in female diseases, was called. 
He had been arrested four times, 
charged with abortion, but had never 
been oonvtoted or trio*. He was ar- 
rMted by Sergeants Prink and Murphy 
for abortion. Prink saU that White- 
head should employ Lawyer Friend. 


"Did yon a*nd tor Friewdr 
"Yet, air; I was compelled to send 


tor him. He called on me and we 
•talked the case over. He mid for $500 


witness, "and I paid $150. That was 
on a Sunday. The following day I was 
held by Judge Koch to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury. Mr. Friend 
wanted to get 8750 this time, but I re- 
fused to give it as I was tired of pay- 
ing money. I was held in $3,000 bail 
on the Berthold case." 


The witness then said 
that Mr. 


Friend and Sergeant O'Toole tried to 
coax him to pay the money. ''I paid 
Friend 8500 and was released. I also 
sent Sergeant O'Toole 950." The wit- 
ness then identified Sergeant O'Toole. 


"Sergeant O'Toole told me he would 


give the $50 to Judge Koch. I don't 
know, however, that Judge Koch got 
the money." 


Mrs. 
Euggles, engaged in mission 


work, testified that Dr. Whitehead 
gave her $50 to give Sergeant O'Toole. 
She gave it to him, and he said to tell 
Dr Whitehead it would be all right 


Dr. Whitehead resumed the stand 


and stated that Dr. Hawker told him 
that he had put up $1,500 to Mr. Friend 
to get clear and that Judge Koch dis- 
charged him. 


"Did you hare a conversation with 


Judge Koch?" 


"Yes. sir." 
The witness said he was called upon 


by a lady, who asked him to perform 
an operation, as she was in a delicate 
condition. 


'She said," continued the doctor, 


that a very influential man was re- 
sponsible for her condition—a judge, 
she said. I said I would have nothing 
to do with her. She asked me who 
held me for the grand jury. I aaid it 
Judge Koch. 'My God,' said she, 'that 
is the man who is responsible for my 
condition. He put me in thjs condition 
five times. He betrayed me.' 


•She went to see Judge Koch,and the 


latter sent for me. I went to see the 
judge, and he said: 'My God, I didn't 
know my girl had been to see you.' He 
then said I would have no more trouble 
with my cases." 


"Was anybody present?" 
"Well, Mr. Friend came in. 
He 


asked Judge Koch what was the mat- 
ter and the judge said that it was that 
trouble about the Alexander woman." 


Witness said he got tired of Friend 


and had employed Lawyer Pentecost 
The latter told him that if he paid 
him $500 he would have his case dis- 
missed if he could. Witness said he 
gave him S.150 on the condition that it 
would be returned if the indictments 
were not dismissed. 


"Did he return the money?" 
'•No, sir; and I demand of him now 


that^he give me back my money." 
j 


In reply to Mr. Ooff, witness said 


that there were about 200 abortion 
ists in New York city. It was com- 
mon rumor, he said, that abortionists 
paid the police. 


In reply to Senator Bradley the wit- 


ness said that Pentecost told him he 
would bring the indictment before Re- 
corder 
Smythe. "Lawyer Friend," 


witness added, "also said he would 
bring them before Recorder Smythe 
but he was out of town at the time. 
He said he wan the right sort of a 
judge." 


"I wish to say," said Mr. Goff, ''that 


I had no idea that Senator Bradley was 
going to ask that question in reply to 
which the allusion to Recorder Smythe 
came out. If I had known what it 
would be I would have asked the sen- 
ator not to ask the question." 


Senator Pound then said that no ac- 


cusation could be made against that 
distinguished jurist, Recorder Smythe, 
from anything the last witness said. 
"Lawyer Pentecost," said he, "may 
have many reasons for bringing the 
the indictments before a particular 
judge." 


This concluded the evidence of this 


witness. 


Mr Goff then addressed the commit- 


tee. 
He said the evidence of Dr 


Whitehead was the most terrible yet 
heard. He did not think the people of 
New York could even imagine the 
horrible realities which have been tes- 
tified to, and, in his opinion, proved to 
exist. 


Mr. Goff then asked for an adjourn- 


ment until November 10, and it was BO 
ordered. 
Subpoenaed to Appear at the Court of 
General SeMlmu. 


NKW YORK, Nov. 5.—Subpoenas have 


been served upon Senator Lexow and 
Lawyers Goff and Jerome, to appear 
at the court of general sessions to-day 
as witnesses in the case of Patrick 8. 
Cassidy, who is under bonds on a 
charge of criminal libel. 


The alleged libel is based upon a let- 


ter written to Senator Lexow by Mr. 
Cassidy in regard to the way ex-Civil 
Justice Jeroloman administered his of- 
fice. 
Cassidy charges that Messrs.

Kinchow, a Walled Town, Capitulates 


After a Few Hours of Vigorous At- 


tack—Tallanwan Captured by 


the Japanese Fleet. 


YOKOHAMA, Nov. 4.—Advices 
re- 


ceived here from the front show that 
there has been heavy fighting in the 
country just north of Port Arthur. 
The dispatches received are brief and 
are silent on some important points. 
It appears that Field Marshal Oytnia 
divided his forces. While one division 
landed on the east coast of the penin- 
sula north of Talienwan, another divi- 
sion was detached, with orders to 
effect a landing near Kinchotf and to 
proceed thence and join the main body 
of the army. 
This operation was a complete suc- 


cess. The Japanese encountered no 
Chinese war ships, and the transports 
reached Kayenko and disembarked 
troops, guns, horses and munitions in 
safety. Kinchow, which is a walled 
town, and which was believed to be 
held by a large garrison, was immedi- 
ately attacked. The outer defenses 
were carried by the Japanese after a 
few hours' fighting The Chinese made 
little further resistance, and the Jap- 
anese were soon masters of the place. 


Yesterday was the sixty-second an- 


niversary of the birth of the Mikado. 
There was great public rejoicing over 
the victories thus far won by the Ja- 
panese army. 


Up to the time of sending this dis- 


patch there has been no confirmation 
of the report of the capture of Port 
Arthur. 


A dispatch to the Times from Tien- 


Tsin says: Fen Hann Chen has been 
burned. The Chinese defense of Monk' 
den has collapsed.
